Dear Editor, 

This is in regard to Mr Schmitz’ letter last 
month about the copy in our ads and what it 
represents. Since our inception, the store’s 
mandate has always been to offer an 
environment that has been created by the 
Calgary community at large. Rainbow Pride 
has never been, and never will be, a “sex 
shop”, and certainly our customers don’t have 
to be “porn stars” or “porn consumers” to 
shop here. While we do offer a competitive 
selection of adult products, this is only one 
part of our overall selection, designed to be 
tastefully removed from other areas of the 
store. After exhaustive research prior to 
opening, we discovered that to properly 
represent what the Calgary community 
wanted in a “family” store, we had to set up a 
floor plan that would discreetly display this 
selection of products. 

Initially, our advertisements were quite 
conservative and only featured the rainbow 
colors. Nowhere in those first ads did any 
mention of adult products appear. It was only 
after a disappointing response to those ads did

we add the new backgrounds and the new 
copy stating “Adult Video and Intimate 
Gifts.” It should also be noted that this copy 
is but one of several lines of text. The others 
have absolutely nothing to do with adult 
products; rather, they highlight the other 
community resources and gifts we offer. 

The store as a whole represents as many 
facets and requirements of the Calgary 
community as possible. We offer a wide 
selection of non-adult products, but it would 
be both negligent and naive to ignore the 
requests and needs of those who do choose to 
purchase from our adult lines. In anything we 
do, we do not wish to offend, and we 
apologize to Mr. Schmitz if this has occurred 
on some level. We also extend an invitation 
for him to come down to the store so we can 
give him a warm welcome and a formal tour 
of “Calgary’s community store’.

An outstanding sensory experience 


Black goes with everything. Blue 
consistently ranks as the most popular 
colour in the western hemisphere. Put the 
two together and you have quite a 
combination—especially when it’s in 
reference to Bad Boy Club Montréal’s 
annual frenzied féte. This year, the Black 
and Blue is being held in _ the 
ultrafabulous (and decidedly  ultra- 
phallic) Montréal Tower at Olympic Park, 
which is guaranteed to keep throbbing 
long into the night of October 10. 

In the last nine years, the Black and 
Blue has emerged as a crucial stop on the 
North American party circuit. With a 
multitude of activities and an anticipated 
party population of 25,000, it’s not hard 
to see why. In all, over the course of the 
festival, over 65,000 people are expected 
to partake in the fun. 

Besides offering an outstanding 
sensory experience at the main party, the 
event also encompasses such other ‘must- 
attends’ as the Thursday (Oct. 7) Jock 
Ball, Friday’s (Oct. 8) Leather Ball, and 
the Military Ball (Sat, Oct. 9). Even after 
the smoke and sweat has cleared from the 
main event, BBCM has planned both a 
Black and Blue Recovery Ball for the 
Monday and a Finale/Closing Party on 
Tuesday. 

Contrary perhaps to a widespread 
misconception, the Black and Blue— 
indeed the BBCM itself—is not just about 
parties. Over twenty cultural events have 
been planned to coincide with the 
festival, including a BBCM Visual Arts 
Exhibition and Auction, a dinner cruise, 
film presentation, sports events and 
official brunches. 

As well, the BBCM Foundation has 


been instrumental in the philanthropic 
funding of AIDS organizations and gay 
support groups. To date, over $750,000 
has been donated and the activities 
planned and promoted by the Foundation 
have generated approximately $65 
million for the Montréal tourism 
economy. In 1998 alone, the tourist 
dollar spin-offs from the Black and Blue 
festival totalled some $15 million. 

As the official start of the festival 
approaches, the BBCM is continuing with 
a series of touring promotional parties, 
with stops at Boyztown Metro in Calgary 
October 1 and at Celebrities in Vancouver 
October 2. Although weekend and VIP 
passes are sold out for the event, it’s still 
not too late to get in on the party action or 
the festival’s peripheral activities. For 
more information, consult the BBCM 
website at www.bbcm.org or contact them 
by e-mail at information@bbem.org.

THE SET FOR LOVE BITES, THEATRE NETWORK, EDMONTON

In the artist’s beer tent at the Edmonton 
Fringe, I ask Designer Bob what his favorite 
fringe show is so far. 

“Drowning Girls!’ he exclaims, 
choosing the Charlie Tomlinson-directed 
sleeper hit. “It was a thing of beauty...a 
perfect jewel.” 

If Designer Bob calls a show a perfect 
jewel, I would tend to believe him. He has 
created many of those ‘perfect jewels’ in 
Edmonton’s performing scene; the vivid 
orange ethnicity of Mom, Dad, I’m Living 
with a White Girl, the ghostly prairie 
luminescence of his design for the stage 
adaptation of Stone Angel, or the five 
thousand dusty books on rickety shelves 
that graced The Heart As It Lived. 

For Robert Shannon, university was 
like shopping: philosophy, astronomy, a 
broad spectrum of knowledge. He didn’t 
really know what he wanted. “It took me 
twenty-five years to find something I 
loved,” he says. All he was sure of was that 
he had a fascination with how things are put 
together. Then he discovered design: “T just 
knew; suddenly, it all made sense.” 

Designer Bob was born. 

“My art has proven a very necessary 
structure for me,” he says. “My work has 
helped me cope with everything. In theatre, 
it’s fascinating to begin the dialogue with 
another artist.” 

Shannon’s set, costume and lighting 
designs have graced a myriad of theatrical 
productions in Edmonton and beyond. 
What does he love about design? “When 
things have an _ authenticity, an 
inevitability,’ he states with assurance. 
“When you come to some cooperative 
coalescence with the director. In theatre, 
those moments are everywhere.” 

Is there a design element he prefers? “I 
love doing the total package, all three 
elements. It’s great to be constantly flexing 
those muscles. But costume is probably the 
most undervalued design element in 
Canadian theatre. It’s the element that’s the 
most intimately involved with the 
performer. You have to design ‘out’ from 
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the actor. Everything an actor touches 
onstage has a power. Very few understand 
how difficult that is.” 

A CBC reporter approaches us and 
nervously asks who we are and if we’d like 
to “audience review” something that we’ ve 
seen at this year’s Fringe. After our initial 
shock of not being recognized (“She must 
be new here,”) Designer Bob agrees. He 
reiterates his comments about Drowning 
Girls. The reporter asks what it’s about. 

“Oh, no, I can’t tell you that.” 

“But I need it for my piece...” presses 
the reporter. 

“T won’t tell you the plot. You find out 
what it’s about when you’re supposed to. 
I’m not ruining the surprise. You asked me 
what I recommend, and I told you. I don’t 
recommend things lightly. Go see 
Drowning Girls. Don’t ask me why.” 

The reporter backs off. The tape had 
been running the whole time. 

Shannon received a Sterling award for 
his design of Brad Fraser’s Young Art after 
“bazillions of nominations”. Audiences 
will next see his visual influence in the 
Theatre Network/Workshop West 
production(s) of George F. Walker’s sextet 
Suburban Motel. Problem Child & The 
End Of Civilization, a double bill, will be 
running in repertory in November. 

As a child in Winnipeg, Shannon 
taught himself to draw. It wasn’t until 
junior high that he got to learn from “a great 
art teacher: Miss Longbothom,” Shannon 
recalls. “Then I would go home and just 
Start building things.” 

In fact, Shannon’s initial interest was in 
architecture. “Form is important,” he 
stresses. “I would probably have ended up 
an architect, but interior design and stage 
design were my options.” After receiving a 
BA in Dramatic Studies, Shannon set off 
across the prairies in the fall of 1981, 
leaving behind the “progressive, grounded 
people” of Winnipeg and the supportive 
community there, and heading to 
Edmonton. “To leave where you grew up is 
a voyage of self-discovery,” he offers. 
Shannon entered the University of Alberta, 


where he received a Master of Fine Arts. 
Life was about to change forever. 

Why Edmonton? “It seemed the most 
extreme of choices,” he says. “It seemed no 
one from Edmonton was actually from 
Edmonton... everyone had just arrived.” 

It was a pre-AIDS, forward-looking 
gay culture. “We felt special as a 
generation: the first ones to reap the benefits 
of the gay movement. The optimism was 
something I had never experienced.” 

Does he regret not heading, like so 
many of our brothers and sisters, to the 
larger gay meccas? “I can see where the 
gay ghetto could have been beneficial to 
me, and I do believe the ‘homo central’ 
concept is an important idea,” he says. 
“T’ve visited them, and feel lucky that they 
are there. But I think that gay lib is 
something each of us does on our street... 
mowing lawns, shovelling sidewalks, 
building playgrounds. People look at you 
differently when you’ve gotten involved in 
their lives. I live in a community that isn’t 
a ghetto of people like me. I mean, it’s 
pretty hard to miss that ’m the “gay guy’ on 
the block. But they realize that I’m just like 
everybody. That breaks down homophobia. 
You can’t be relegated anymore.” 

“We aren’t on the fringe of our 
community, we are part of the motor that 
drives it,” he continues. And Edmonton, 
Shannon points out, is a city that does 
promote diversity. “It believes that it’s a 
way of strengthening the community.” 

“When I first got involved in the gay 
community, the bars were really the only 
way to join in,” he says. “What I see now is 
a far greater ability to accept diversity. You 
don’t have to have sex with twelve people 
every Friday to be gay. That thinking was 
an act of defiance; politically, it was 
important.” 

“Then HIV and AIDS taught us 
something important about ourselves: 
friendship is what we do best. I’ve seen 
families do remarkable things... in my 
community, ve seen friends do the same.

That’s the defining moment for us. It put us 
in touch with our humanity, with the 
wholeness of being gay. It gave us a place 
to exercise our love, our compassion, our 
humanity as people. The dialogue began 
there.” 

I point out that the AIDS crisis created 
a whole new generation of writers. “But not 
before it killed a whole generation of 
writers,’ he replies. “And the resulting 
remarkable new burst of writers weren’t just 
talking about gay life in the late seventies; 
they created a literature about what it is to 
be human,” he says. 

“Like all artists, we have to ask the hard 
questions. Not how pretty we are as a 
group, but the big questions that culture 
asks.” 

Shannon pauses, then: “I remember, 
last fall, the day I became a ‘citizen’ of this 
country [following the Supreme Court 
ruling]. It was a remarkable moment... 
remarkable for the number of people I know 
that weren’t alive for that moment. I was 
profoundly moved by it, and moved by the 
loss of people important to me who won’t 
be partakers of that. 

“All we can do is grapple with what 
happened to us.”

It’s nothing new, it’s nothing old, it 


just is. History has shown that it’s been 
around for centuries. As routine as you'd 
think it might be, no one ever talks about 
it. The question that I ask is why? Maybe 
there’s good reason; maybe there’s no 
reason at all. Regardless, from the oral sex 
that happens in public washrooms to the 
fooling around in the bushes of some park, 
cruising is out there. 

What is it that pushes people to these 
extremes? Is it desperation, shame or 
convenience? Hoping to shed some light 
on the matter, I decided to talk with 
someone about this issue. He’s played the 
game for over a decade now, and offered to 
take me down to a park to show me just 
what the “game” looks like. What I saw 
was a culture shock for me: I guess I 
naively thought that such places didn’t 
exist and that the idea of casual sex wasn’t 
that much of an issue any more. This 
experience certainly created a new 
awareness for me, and by presenting it to 
you, I’m hoping it will perhaps stretch 
your comfort boundaries as well. I’m not 
attempting to paint this issue one way or 
the other—that’s for you to decide. 
However, my intent is to present this 
subculture as a reality, not as a myth. 

So what is cruising anyway? Some 
might say it’s the look you a give a cute 
guy walking down the street, but that’s not 
what I’m talking about here. What I’m 
talking about is a game of cat and mouse in 
a public park with a guy who wants to 
fulfil your need to get off. If the guy 
happens to be cute, it must be considered a 
bonus, because from what I saw guys 
weren't so much interested in the wrapper 
as the lollipop. 

“Guys aren’t looking for Mr. Ideal, 
what they're looking for is a tool,” 
explains “Joe”, my guide. Apparently 
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little time is spent deciding whether a guy 
is do-able or not. “Cruising is getting your 
needs met by way of playing a quick silent 
game of chase. It’s like a prowl, you’re 
either following or you’re being followed; 
it’s all a game.” Guys are there for one 
thing only and that certainly isn’t to make 
friends 

Joe suggests that parks and other such 
cruising venues make it too easy for guys 
to find others to fool around with. “There 
are a lot of people who become addicted to 
sex and getting off,” he says. “Cruising 
environments are a sex addict’s haven; 
they provide opportunity for that next 
encounter.” It’s an addiction that can 
ultimately effect how you behave and react 
to other people in your everyday life. Sex 
becomes a game and not an act of love. 
“The long term effects of cruising can 
really be damaging on everything from 
your self-esteem to relating to people in 
general,” he says. “You train yourself to 
lack emotion, so when it comes to meeting 
other guys in social environments, you 
become unable to look at guys as nothing 
other than objects. This subsequently can 
effect how you function in a relationship 
because you can’t maintain the intimacy 
beyond the sex.” 

However, not everyone who cruises 
gets hooked, as some guys will only do it 
once, some only once a week; others every 
day. While you might think that everyone 
who uses these venues just wants to have 
sex, I discovered that isn’t always the case. 
These parks can be an escape for many 
men. For example, several cruisers are 
“heterosexual” married men from suburbs 
who do this because it’s their way of 
dealing with their sexuality. By having 
gay sex, or watching gay sex, they can feel 
at peace with whatever feelings they’re 
experiencing. Perhaps it’s a feeling of 
belonging, as explicit or sexually driven as 
it is. It’s not hard for these men to find 
ways to work this game into their 
lifestyles, whether it’s a “trip to the store”, 
or “a coffee with a friend”, they can 
always make it happen. 

“An office guy downtown who has a 
wife and kids can to say to his secretary 
he’s going to drop something off, but 
really goes to some public washroom and 
gets a blowjob underneath a stall,” Joe 
says. “Who’s to know any different?” 
From what I’m told, this is very much a 
common occurrence in any downtown 
core because of its relatively low level of 
discovery risk. 

So what attracts people to cruising? Is 
it the anonymous sex? Maybe it’s the 
danger. Or, as I mentioned earlier, that 
sense of belonging. “When you grow up 
feeling different you seek out acceptance, 
and cruising can very much become a

primary way to build your identity as a gay 
person,” Joe explains, revealing that that’s 
the way he came out. He knows of many 
others as well: “you learn your sexuality 
by having sex with other gay men. You 
don’t learn the emotional side of the story, 
you learn how to have sex and get off.” It 
is a constant struggle in every gay 
community to reach out to all the closet 
kickers, but it’s an uphill battle most of the 
time to get a message of support out there. 
Often what can happen to some of those 
individuals who fall through the cracks of 
the support system is that they land in an 
arena of cruising venues, not only because 
they are more convenient, they are the first 
thing they’ve heard about. 

Think of how less threatening it is 
going to a park, or going online to meet 
gay guys than it is walking into a gay 
support service organization. “Besides, a 
good percentage of these guys don’t want 
to admit they’re gay to anyone anyway,” 
Joe says, “they just want to have some 
fun.” Cruising’s discreet, it’s fast, and 
usually no one finds out. Hmm... which 
way would you go if you were just 
beginning to deal with your feelings? 

Another group of cruisers are those 
guys who just want a quick solution for 
their horniness, and go online or to a park 
asking for it. “I’ve never felt ashamed to 
have sex with a guy here. Once you know 
how the game is played, you realize that 
everyone wants the same thing you do,” 
Joe admits. 

For many, it’s not a big deal to have 
sex with complete strangers—it’s not 
threatening, nor is it viewed as being a bad 
thing. They know the risks, they 
understand the rules, and it’s a choice they 
make. Joe says the guys aren’t stupid: 
“most of the sex that goes on is minor 
things like blowjobs, jacking off, but from 
what I’ve experienced what goes on 
beyond that is relatively protected.” 
Community services such as The Men’s 
Project in Calgary make a point to focus 
on these parks and give out free condoms 
and lube, in an effort to ensure that 
whatever is going on is safer. Joe was 
frequently tested for HIV during his 
cruising years, but he knows that this isn’t 
on the top of everybody’s list. “The sex 
that goes on here in this park is supposed 
to be sex without recourse; however, that 
certainly isn’t the case if you contract a 
STD,” he says. “At that point, most of the 
guys here never get tested because they 
don’t want to know what they have, and 
most importantly they don’t want any 
public recognition that they are at risk.” 

In environments with such high sexual 
activity I wondered if sex crime was ever 
an issue, but Joe has never heard of 
anything like rape happening in the parks. 


“No means no. This whole game is based 
on respect,” he says. 

So how does someone get out of the 
world of cruising once they’re caught up in 
it? Maybe there’s nothing wrong with it. 
Maybe it’s a part of our community we 
should just let be. “I’ve seen this reality of 
sex,” Joe says. “I don’t have a lack of 
respect for guys who cruise; I can 
understand the concept of having a covert 
place that attends to the physical need of 
getting off.” Apparently, it’s not just the 
sexually confused and married folk that 
come to such places as parks; Joe has had 
several conversations with gay men who 
are in committed relationships. “I’ve 
heard guys who are in ten- and twenty- 
year relationships talk candidly about their 
partners. But it’s their need to cruise and 
the convenience of getting their rocks off 
that keeps them coming back.” My gut 
sank when Joe told me that, probably 
because I couldn’t imagine what would 
possess someone to cheat on their partner 
in this way. Just imagine what they’re 
bringing back to the bedroom. But I 
suppose if a relationship goes dry, you 
look for ways to make it better—ideally as 
a couple. Some guys choose to do it on 
their own. “Even though I’m in a long- 
term relationship now, you never lose the 
skill to cruise,” Joe says. “In fact the more 
you do it, the harder it is not to.” 

What keeps bringing people back is 
the belief that their next encounter will be 
even better than the one before and that the 
feeling will be even more rewarding. “The 
mindset for many is the belief that on their 
next trip down they will find the one, and 
that it will last more than five minutes.” 
When you reach that point, Joe says, the 
damage of long-term cruising has already 
been done. “When you begin to feel 
worthless, like you'll never be good 
enough to meet anyone special, that’s 
when you need to get out.” Joe found his 
peace by hitting rock bottom. “You need 
to get support, and most importantly you 
have to heal yourself on all five plains: 
mental, social, physical, emotional, and 
spiritual. You can’t do one and not the 
others.” 

As for the future, Joe feels that 
“cruising is everywhere. You can go to 
any place in the world and find out where 
the hot spots are,” he says. “But you have 
to be smart about it, understand that it is a 
game, and not a way of life. Cruising is a 
sexual expression, a temporary fulfillment, 
a desire. Not everyone likes it, not many 
approve of it, but people are fooling 
themselves if they believe that it doesn’t 
exist or that it’s ever going to go away. It’s 
not a problem, nor is it a solution, it just

“We're elated to be running the OK

The logo, a simple ‘OK’ in bold 
rainbow hues, accompanies the name 
and number of the GLCSA on all 
signage. 

“This time we’re going to spread it 
out more over the course of the year,” 
says Ernst, “bus advertisements will 
appear in October, followed by LRT 
signage in the winter months and then 
posters closer to the spring.” Ernst also 
says to watch out for some surprise print 
media appearances by OK as well. 

The success of last year’s campaign 
resulted in an increased use of GLCSA 
services and those of its associated 
organizations. 

“Use of our crisis line, library, 
resource database and drop-in centre has 
dramatically increased,” Ernst enthuses. 
“More importantly, our organization’s 
raised profile and increased funding base 
has meant that we’ve been able to reach 
more people who need our help.” 

One drawback to the project is that 
in order for it to be effective, it must also 
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be undertaken on a large scale. And this 
can cost a great deal. 

“These kinds of advertisements cost 
money,” Ernst says. “If the donors give 
us money then we can do it. If not, we 
can’t.” 

In order to assist both the GLCSA 
and the community at large with this 
very worthwhile project, the 5-10-20 
program has once again been established 
to raise funds. Donations of 
five dollars per month, (sixty 
dollars per year) ten dollars 
per month ($120 per year), 
and twenty dollars per month 
($240 per year) can be 
arranged through credit card 
payments or by cheque.

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Masquerading in movieland

It's Hallowe’en—the time of the year 
when it's perfectly acceptable to be somebody 
else. 

To put on a mask. 

To change gender. 

To fantasize what it would be like to be in 
someone else’s skin. 

Two new movies explore this fantasy- 
made-reality in two very different ways. 

Happy Texas is a riotous comedy about a 
pair of escaped convicts who masquerade as a 
gay couple staging a kiddies’ beauty pageant 
in the heart of Texas. 

Boys Don't Cry is the true story of Teena 
Marie Brandon, a teen girl from Lincoln, 
Nebraska who tried to live her life as a boy. 

Boys Dont Cry is an emotionally 
harrowing film. 

Teena changed her name to Brandon 
Teena, cut her hair, strapped down her breasts, 
put a sock in her jeans and moved to one of 
the most redneck towns in Nebraska. 

Incredibly, ‘Brandon’ was able to pull off 
the deception for quite a while. He even won 
himself a group of beer drinking buddies and 
a devoted girlfriend. 

But it was only a matter of time before 
the truth was revealed and what happened as 
a result is shocking and gut-wrenching. 

Teena/Brandon is played by Hilary 
Swank, the actress who starred in The Next 
Karate Kid and Buffy the Vampire Slayer and 
who is married to Chad Lowe. 

Swank tried to imitate Teena/Brandon’s 
ruse by going to malls and flirting with girls 
and playing arcade games with boys. 

“As long as I used a deeper voice and 
didn’t smile, I got away with the 
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masquerade,” she recalls. 

“But when I was caught between the two 
worlds, people were so hostile. I felt so sorry 
for Brandon.” 

As soon as filming began, Swank had to 
be Brandon eighteen hours a day, seven days 
a week. 

“After a month, I felt I'd lost my 
femininity and that was brought home when a 
girlfriend of mine came to visit the set. 

“After an hour, she said she just didn’t 
feel as if Hilary was there. She said it really 
disturbed her. I don’t think I could have got 
through the film without the support of my 
husband. 

“That’s what Brandon desperately 
needed and found for a while with the girl he 
ended up dating." 

Swank has several explicit sex scenes 
with Chloe Sevigny. She insists they were not 
daunting. 

“Tm an actress. It shouldn’t and doesn’t 
make an difference whether I’m pretending to 
be in love with a man or a woman. 

“I was fortunate that Chloe felt exactly 
the same way and was extremely supportive.” 

Swank says she learned a great deal from 
playing Teena/Brandon who was raped and 
murdered by the very men who had accepted 
her/him as their friend. 

“I was inspired by Teena’s drive and 
courage to follow her dream. There is a great 
lesson in the film for all of us about tolerance, 
understanding and acceptance of others for 
who they are.” 

The same theme runs through Happy 
Texas. 

Jeremy Northam and Steve Zahn play the 
escaped convicts who hide out in the sleepy 
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town of Happy Texas. 

The townspeople mistake them for a gay 
couple who have been hired to stage the 
annual Little Miss Freshly-Squeezed Beauty 
Pageant. 

The macho convicts play along because 
they intend to rob the bank while the whole 
town is watching the pageant. 

Though they are just pretending to be 
gay, the town’s sheriff (played by William H. 
Macy of Fargo fame) is not. He is so taken by 
the strange strangers that he comes out to 
Northam. In fact, he admits he’s falling for 
him. 

At one point Macy invites Northam to 
accompany him to a bar. It turns out to be a 
gay western bar. 

“That bar wasn't a set. It was a real Texas 
gay bar,” recalls Macy. 

“As you see in the film those guys can 
really dance. Jeremy and I danced with some 
of them between takes. They gave us pointers 
for our dance. 

“T’'m pretty sure a few of them were 
coming on to me. I was flattered.” 

Macy says he based his character of the 
sheriff on a gay friend. 

“He’s a great role model. He’s my best 
friend. He made me aware of just how much 
homophobia there is out there. 

“ve become very sensitive to the 
amount of gay bashing there is on T.V. and in 
the movies. I was determined that my 
performance was not going to add to that.” 

Steve Zahn says he and Northam refused 
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to add any ‘gay touches’ to their 
performances. 

“Tt would have been so easy to do the La 
Cage aux Folles thing and go entirely 
outrageous but this movie isn’t about being 
gay, it’s about being in love.” 

Happy Texas is scheduled to open on 
Oct. 8 while Boys Don't Cry is opening in 
November. 

For some real homo-eroticism catch 
Brad Pitt and Edward Norton in the soon-to- 
be-released The Fight Club. Also watch for 
the penis that flashes subliminally three times 
in the movie. Brad Pitt insisted that the pubic 
hair be black so no one would assume it’s his.

In the fall of 1996, I saw one of the 
most impressive pieces of theatre I had 
ever seen. Part dance, part performance 
art, part poetry, it succeeded in a mere ten 
minutes to electrify an audience in a 
manner I’d not seen in any full-length 
play over the years. 

That short play, entitled Sometimes 
Men Are Kissing was adapted for the 
stage from a prose poem written by 
Gertrude Stein. The two men who 
performed the piece—which was full of 
Stein’s usual word-play and double- 
entendre—were dressed in blue/black 
Italian suits and while my judgment may 
have been swayed by the fact both were 
gorgeous (and one of them Italian), the 
power of the piece, for me, more likely 
resided in seeing homosexual desire 
expressed so joyfully on stage in a 
province that so rarely wants queerness 
made public. 

Sometimes Men Are Kissing was 
produced at the annual Loud and Queer 
Cabaret, which in 1996 was occurring for 
the final time at Catalyst Theatre in 
Edmonton. The brainchild of Ruth 
Smillie, the former artistic director of 
Catalyst Theatre in the early 1990s, Loud 
and Queer has since become an annual 
feature in the Edmonton theatre season. 
This year’s cabaret will be held as a joint 
venture between Workshop West Theatre 
and the gay performance group Guys in 
Disguise, and will run for two days only 
on the weekend of November 5-6. This 
evolution of the festival, from one 
associated with a specific theatre to one 
organized by the gay and lesbian 
community, has assured its continued 
survival and also provided a means of 
introducing new voices to the artistic mix. 

From its outset, Loud and Queer has 
sought to bring not just gay and lesbian 
performance to Edmonton stages, but to 


experiment with new sorts of 
performance styles, techniques and 
texts—all within a framework that 


requires artists keep their pieces to under 
fifteen minutes in length. Such a 
framework forces artists to condense their 
writing (with usually remarkable effects) 
and allows the audience some relief 
should a play prove less than exhilarating. 
People need only wait a short period of 
time before the cabaret leaves one play 
behind, and moves on to another. 


WHO’S GOING TO BE THERE? 
The 1999 edition of the cabaret will 
provide performances, monologues and 
plays that include both the established 
and up-and-coming voices in the Alberta 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, trans-gendered and 
queer-friendly artistic communities. And 
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for as-yet-unknown artistic geniuses, 
there is still a call for submissions open to 
all potential performers and writers (see 
the end of this article for details on how 
to submit). 

This year’s cabaret will include a 
piece from a writer/musician/performer 
well-known to Edmonton _ theatre 
audiences, Darrin Hagen. His piece, still 
in development, is called Circle Jerk. 

“Tt’s a male initiation piece, of sorts,” 
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R 
he notes in a phone conversation, “a 
three, maybe four actor piece on the post- 
colonial, pre-millennial male.” 

As has been the case with many of 
the shorter performance pieces that have 
been given birth at Loud and Queer, 
Circle Jerk is just a part of a larger project 
called X-Y that Hagen is in the process of 
writing with two others, Christopher 
Craddock and Pamela Anthony. It’s a 
piece he eventually hopes to take on tour 
to the United Kingdom. 

Those expecting Hagen to perform in 
drag will also not be disappointed. He 
has plans for a second piece that will 
provide exactly that. 

Other performers this year include 
Hagen’s writing partner Chris Craddock, 
who is planning a semi-biographical 
monologue (Craddock calls it ‘‘a prose 
piece done for the theatre”) in which he 
recounts a same-sex relationship. Of 
particular interest for the audience may 
be Craddock’s investigation in the 
breaking down of gender barriers and 
identity politics, since most of his 
relationships since the one he is 
recounting have been with women. 

Returning this year is Nathan 
Cuckow, who in 1998 provided Loud and 
Queer with one of its most memorable 
comedy performances with his piece 
called homologue. This year, Cuckow 


plans much the same blend of the political 
and sexual (a la Lenny Bruce). 
Originally from Calgary, Nathan spent 
several years in New York studying 
acting, eventually ending up in the 
National Actors Theatre [Tony Randall’s 
company]. He returned to Alberta last 
year and is now working in the Edmonton 
theatre scene. 

“I’m trying something similar to last 
year’s show at Loud and Queer,” he says, 
“with the hope of elaborating and 
developing it into a one man show 
eventually. Perhaps for the Fringe.” 

Cuckow had never tried stand-up 
comedy until last year, and the success of 
his piece surprised him. This year he’s 
thinking of trying a song or two in his 
monologue as well. 

“Tm a big fan of Culture Club,” he 
admits. 

Also back this year—and one of the 
few writers to have taken part in every 
Loud and Queer since its inception—is 
Penny Christopher. Currently pursuing a 
Master’s degree in English from the 
University of Alberta in 18th Century 
literature, Christopher’s work is a 
fascinating mix of the creative and the 
academic. 

“I first got involved in Loud and 
Queer when Ruth Smillie suggested I do 
something,” she recalls. “For that first 
festival they were having trouble getting 
women to write. I’d never written 
anything creative and I was really worried 
about it, but Ruth made it good. Loud 
and Queer has always done an excellent 
job of producing my work. Last year 
Andrea House did a fantastic job of 
directing. She turned my words in so 
many ways that I hadn’t seen. I trust the 
process completely.” 

Penny Christopher’s piece this year 
is about the self and the mirror, about 
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reflection and the split that occurs 
between image and reality. She claims 
her idea for the piece came from a quote 
from Darrin Hagen’s book The Edmonton 
Queen about looking in the mirror and 
feeling a split between the image and the 
self. 


A SAVAGE SPECIAL GUEST 

This year’s Loud and Queer has also 
lined up a special appearance by well- 
known queer writer and columnist Dan 
Savage. Savage, whose column “Savage 
Love” is an enormous hit in alternative 
newspapers across the continent (SEE 
magazine carries it in Edmonton), is on a 
tour promoting his new book and will be 
in Edmonton for the cabaret. At press 
time, it had still not been determined what 
Savage might be doing on stage, but 
Darrin Hagen suggested a number of 
possibilities—from a question and answer 
hot seat session to some sort of 
performance.

Despite nipple-perking weathér, over 
1000 Calgarians turned fout..and raised 
$66,000, spurred on by such guest speakers 
as host of HGTV’s Sé@voing Fai i 
Manojlovich.

Approximately 850 Edmontonians 
tured out for the Walk, raising $80,000 in 
the process. . 


Vancouver saw an inerease in funds,

Other Canadian cities did their bit as 
well, with $500,000sraised in Montréal 
(25,000 participants), and $720,000 in 
Toronto (10,000 participénts), to name.a few. 

“What we’re seeing is less participation 
in terms of walkers,” said Michelle Sharp, 
project manager of the Canadian AIDS 
Society. “But people are raising more 
money as individuals. Part of the problem is 
that we’re really struggling with a lot of 
competition from other events.” 

As far as the overall success of AIDS 
Walk 99, Sharp is pleased with the results.

With Hallowe’en coming up, its seems 
as good a time as any to take a look at drag 
and what is it that makes a lot of us so 
damned uncomfortable. 

Do I hear a chorus of, “It doesn’t make 
me feel uncomfortable!” Think back a few 
months and try to remember how your local 
TV news stations covered Pride. I’m 
willing to bet that many of us had the same 
whiny reaction: “Why do they always focus 
in on the drag queens and leathermen?” 
(The grouping together of these two 
subgroups is very important, so stay with 
me.) 

When it comes to drag queens—and 
increasingly kings—it can’t merely be 
creating the illusion of being the opposite 
sex that makes us freak out. 

My first exposure to men in frocks was 
when I was coming out in the early ‘80s. 
There seemed to be three distinct types of 
queens: the ones who were obsessed with 
looking real and for whom the concept of 
gender reassignment was not all that 
foreign; weekend warriors who partook in 
either thematic group (as in the Seven Snow 
Whites and the Dwarf) or tough drag 
(retention of facial hair); and queens who 


favoured bugle-beaded gowns to 
complement their onstage lip-syncing 
abilities. 


I found the first group the most 
threatening of the three. It was not that their 
heels were any higher, or their tongues any 
sharper; rather their mere existence 
challenged my personal construct of gender. 
In my little comer of queerdom, these folks 
who were seriously contemplating living 
better surgically were the flipside of the 
ultra-butch dykes, another group that scared 
the hell out of me. At that time, for all my 
liberal sentiments, I was a_ rather 
conservative womanette who preferred the 
term gay to lesbian (“..lesbian just sounds so 
sexual”) and wanted “my women to look 
like women.” 
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We’re all in drag 


Clearly, it was a case of internalized 
homophobia coupled with an extremely 
limited view of gender. I was still confused 
enough about the parameters of my own 
sexuality to even begin to examine the 
complexity of gender. 

That same summer, I befriended (and 
ended up living with) a leather man. Rick 
was a creative, funny, intelligent thirty-one- 
year-old man whom, to my nineteen-year- 
old mind, seemed extraordinarily hip and 
homosexually evolved. Through the course 
of our friendship (he died in 1989) I was 
exposed to many wonderful ideas and 
people. 

Despite, or maybe due to, his interest in 
strapping on half a cow hide before heading 
out for the evening, he was familiar with all 
of the gay and lesbian subgroups and, 
strangely enough, accepted by all of them 
except the lesbian separatists. (His previous 
best dyke friend had recently become a 
separatist around the time we met and had 
demanded that he return the camera Jens she 
had given him on indefinite loan.) 

Through Rick I met a fabulous person 
named Billie Jean Queen. (Like Rick, he 
was one of the seemingly hundreds of men 
that died during that devastating 1985 to 
1995 period.) 

Billie was a show queen. And what a 
queen Billie was. First of all there was the 
look. I remember seeing Billie for the first 
time performing at the Dufferin Hotel and 
was blown away when I realized that not 
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only was he using his own hair, he was also 
using his own voice. After the set, he sat 
down and had a drink with me and Rick. I 
found myself tongue-tied and goofy, the 
exact same reaction I had at the time to 
pretty girls I would meet. 

After I got over myself in the presence 
of this gorgeous creature, I relaxed and 
asked the question that had been plaguing 
me: “Do you really want to be a woman?” 

Billie was gracious enough to actually 
answer my very rude inquiry. He explained 
that if he had a sex change he’d probably be 
a dyke—there was just something 
intrinsically queer in his soul. 

He also said something I'll never 
forget: “We’re all in drag.” 

I looked around the tiny round arborite 
table: Rick was looking handsome and 
tough in his leather jacket and chaps; Billie 
was a vision in his red faux couture frock; 
and I, in my bleached-out, skunk-stripe 
hairdo and shirt with too many buckles and 
buttons, was a New Wave experiment gone 
wrong. It was true, we were all in drag. 

Whether we don a power suit in order 
to earn our keep or outfit ourselves head to 
toe in Gortex for a winter’s walk in the 
woods, we are all constantly engaged in one 
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big drag show called life. Drag queens and 
kings and leather folk are the queer 
community’s most dramatic example of 
self-expression. 

And really, isn’t self-expression the 
reason we come out in the first place? So 
buck up little buckaroos—next time a drag 
queen asks you if she has lipstick on her 
teeth, take a good strong look. It might be 
like looking into a mirror.

When B.C. Premier Glen Clark 
resigned in August, it was not an entirely 
unhappy day on the coast. 

Many people were relieved to see the 
scrappy socialist gone from the top office. 
He had made plenty of enemies, as 
politicians are apt to do, and his popularity 
had sunk to almost immeasurably small 
traces. An opinion poll said his party would 
get fourteen percent of the vote in an 
election, compared to about sixty percent for 
the Liberal party. 

Liberal leader Gordon Campbell, the 
former mayor of Vancouver, is heading a 
party that doesn’t resemble its namesake 
anywhere else in Canada. It is not affiliated 
with the federal party of Jean Chretien and is 
made up of Tories and Reformers as well as 
some federal Grits. 

Whereas the NDP has angered plenty of 
voters, the Liberals have reaped a windfall 
of support by merely keeping quiet most of 
the time: a sound strategy as proven by 
plenty of governments-in-waiting. 
Campbell expects to be premier as soon as 
the government faces the electorate or 
collapses under its own internal divisions. 
On the other hand, Campbell has been in 
this position before. Before the 1996 
election, Campbell was riding similarly high 
in the polls and nothing, it seemed, could 
stop his party from steamrollering into 
office for the first time since 1952. Nothing, 
it turned out, except Glen Clark, who ran a 
dazzling campaign in B.C.’s best fashion of 
pitting the working people against the 
bosses. 

Clark squeaked into office in what must 
have been politics’ most remarkable near- 
death experience. 

But the same story has replayed this 
term. Almost immediately, it became clear 
that the balanced budget brought down 
before the election would be nothing of the 
sort. 

From there it went downhill, as an on- 
going investigation fingered the party for 
pilfering money from charitable gambling 
projects to fund its election campaigns two 
decades ago. A massive project to create an 
indigenous industry crafting high-speed 
ferries has turned into an apparent financial 
boondoggle. 

Finally, as is well known, Clark 
resigned because he is being investigated by 
the RCMP. At issue is whether he had a 
closer-than-appropriate involvement in the 
application process of a casino license by a 
friend of his. 

By the time he gave up, Clark’s party 
was in turmoil, with behind-the-scenes 


NDP: a left-wing legacy 


hostility ready to break out in public. It is 
becoming familiar for one-term premiers to 
resign under a cloud—three have done so in 
a decade—but it was a relief of sorts for 
people who were tired of seeing the scandals 
play out day after day in the papers. 

The Clark government will not go 
down as one of the province’s greatest, 
though it may be one of the more 
memorable. 

What was left unsaid in the whole affair 
was the one area where the NDP record is 
remarkably pristine. From the time Mike 
Harcourt was elected premier in 1991, 
through his resignation and the election of 
Glen Clark, the NDP has been the country’s 
most progressive government on the rights 
of lesbians and gays. 

One of the first acts after the NDP 
defeated the long-serving Social Credit 


government in 1991 was to amend the 
Human Rights Act to prohibit 


discrimination on the grounds of sexual 
orientation. 

Also under then-premier Harcourt, in 
1995, legislation was changed to permit 
same-sex couples to adopt, a move that 
garnered some controversy but which was 
soon accepted without much dissent. 

Laws were changed to force employers 
in British Columbia to provide for 
employees’ same-sex spouses the same 
benefits that they provide for opposite-sex 
spouses. 

In 1996, the government initiated a 
“hate crimes team” with representatives 
from the government and police to 
investigate hate crimes (including gay- 
bashing) in the province. 

During a rash of intolerant book- 
bannings and hateful school board meetings 
in 1997, Education Minister Paul Ramsey 
stated his continued support for aspects of 
the provincial curriculum dealing with

tolerance, and criticized those who sowed 
the seeds of intolerance in the school 
system. 

The government has changed the 
Family Relations Act to make sure that 
children of same-sex couples have the same 
rights to child support as kids with opposite- 
sex parents when there is a family 
breakdown. Custody, maintenance and 
access are guaranteed in law for children 
regardless of the sexual orientation of their 
parents. 

Last year, the government changed the 
public sector pension plans to ensure that 
same-sex couples were eligible for spousal 
benefits. 

Changes to the definition of spouse 
have been made to the Victims of Crime 
Act, the Criminal Injury Compensation Act 
and the Securities Act. On that front; the 
government took some flack this year for 
delaying a promised overhaul of all the 
legislation that discriminates against same- 
sex couples. The changes have been 
promised and a court decision earlier this 
year forcing the government’s hand on one 
aspect seemed an ideal time to make the leap 
and introduce an omnibus bill, as some 
activists demanded. That didn’t happen, 
though, as the government contended that it 
needed at least this fall to write the proposed 
legislation. 

In all, the record of the Clark 
government has been remarkably advanced 
on gay issues. Although no one knows for 
sure what happens in caucus and cabinet 
meetings, sources say the changes have 
taken place without anything like the 
Opposition experienced within government 
caucuses in other provinces, including 
Alberta’s, when changes affecting lesbians 
and gays have been introduced. 

Clark’s permanent replacement, who 
will be chosen late this fall or early in the 
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winter, are all likely to follow the same 
course. Of the four front-runners for the job, 
one is Attorney General Ujjal Dosanjh, who 
has consistently and unequivocally put 
lesbian and gay issues on the same plain as 
ethnic diversity in the province's legal 
community. Another is Joy MacPhail, the 
minister who brought in changes allowing 
same-sex couples to adopt and who has been 
equally outspoken in support of gay rights. 
Of course many gay people were as 
tired as frustrated as rest of the electorate by 
the financial record of the government and 
the stream of petty crises that dogged the 
NDP. Few people, however, can fault Glen 
Clark or the NDP on gay issues. What 
lesbian and gay voters would get from a 
Liberal government is not nearly so clear. 
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No rest for the fabulous

If New York is the city that never 
sleeps, then Montréal is a place that never 
even considered slumber as an option. 
Ever. 

Despite the fact that I was introduced 
to the city during its Divers/Cité [Pride] 


celebrations, I left with the distinct 
impression that Montréal’s power switch 
was in the ‘on’ position twenty-four hours 
a day, every day. 

And who would want to sleep in a city 
of this calibre? There is so much to do and 
see (at Canadian prices, no less) that one 
would be a fool to miss out. Hopefully, 
without conjuring nasty images of Foody 
Goody, or The Sizzler, I will compare 
Montréal to a buffet—in the sense that 
there truly is something for everyone. Art, 
music, theatre, sport, museums, exquisite 
old architecture, stunning new architecture, 
haute cuisine, brilliant junk food, upscale 
boutiques, killer thrift shops—all this and 
more is on offer in this city. And in our 
own country. 

Montréal boasts much of the 
cosmopolitan cachet of New York (without 
the attitude and expense) balanced with the 
European charm of Paris (ditto on the 
attitude and expense part, to the power of 
ten). 

There is a warmth to the city that 
defies description (I’m not talking about 
the summer heat); it has to be experienced 


to be truly understood. 

Prior to my departure, many people in 
Calgary expressed such unwelcome 
opinions as “you’re crazy—your French is 
too rusty and they'll hate you for it. They 
hate all westerners, you know...” Quel 
merde! 

I, with my rusty French in tow, could 
not have been treated better by anyone I 
encountered. The same was true for my 
non-French-speaking colleague (we’ll call 
him ‘je ne parle’ for now). Whether you’re 
Berlitz’d to the tits or just a little ol’ 
anglophone from the big bald prairies (they 
like cowboys in an odd sort of way—lots of 
buckaroo kitsch in the Pride Parade this 
past year), Montréal will welcome you 
with open arms. 

That said, I would at least advise the 
courtesy of “parlez-vous Anglais?” when 
meeting people for the first time, rather 
then braying stubbornly in your native 
tongue like some of our “southern” 
neighbours. 

Now that I’ve addressed some of that 
“us vs. them” silliness, let’s get down to the 
business of Montréal as a travel 
destination. 

With a city of this calibre, you'll likely 
want to stay closer to where “the action” 
is—a tough call in a place where the action 
is everywhere. For the sake of 
convenience (particularly for the first time 
visitor) I suggest an established hotel in the 


downtown core (Westin, Ritz-Carlton, 
Queen Elizabeth or even Holiday Inn— 
better still, see inset opposite) or a smaller 
guesthouse or B&B in, or around, the gay 
village. It must be pointed out, however, 
that there is no need for the gay traveller to 
“ghettoize” himself. Despite the recent 
passing of Bill 32 into law (common-law 
same-sex couples in Quebec now have the 
same rights and obligations as their 
heterosexual counterparts) the issue of 
sexuality isn’t—er, an issue at all. As one 
straight Montréaler put it, “You like red 
wine, I like white—we should all be able to 
sit at the same table together.” Hearing 
such a sentiment expressed should not have 
come as so much of a shock to me: gays 
and lesbians have been accorded freedom 
from discrimination as individual citizens 
for a staggering twenty-two years now. So 
when you’re there, get out and enjoy the 
whole city—not just the gay parts. 

In most cases and places, I would be 
loathe to recommend anything even 
resembling an organized tour. In Montréal, 
it is almost a necessity for a first visit just 
to establish bearings and get a sense of 
everything the city has to offer. Casual and 
informative tours are available in all shapes 
and sizes through Tourisme Montréal. 
There are also walking tours based on the 
history of gay Montréal, made possible 
under the auspices of the gay chamber of 
commerce. 

If you decide to go the tourist route, I 
guarantee that you’ll be stunned by the 
scope of the historic beauty. Unlike most 
cities in which I have lived or spent time, 
Montréal is a place that respects its 
heritage. Even buildings that have long 
outlived their primary use are converted to 
museums, condos, shops or restaurants, to 
ensure their survival. The municipal and 
provincial governments are very strict 
about heritage preservation—you 
practically have to get permission in 
triplicate just to paint in a protected 
structure. 
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That said, I must also point out that 
when the city “does” modern, it really does 
modern, and stunning examples of new 
architecture abound amidst the historical 
sites. 

The greatest concentration of visual 
charm is found in Old Montréal, nearer the 
harbour, including such highlights as Notre 
Dame Basilica and the original City Hall. 

Other must-see areas include Rue St. 
Denis, a magnificently chic strip of 
boutiques and bistros (this is a large stretch 
of the Divers/Cité Pride parade route), 
Mount Royal Park and Parc des fles de 
Montréal. 

The latter is Montréal’s largest park, 
comprised of Sainte-Héléne and Notre- 
Dame islands, and was the site of Expo 67. 
Many elements of the World’s Fair remain, 
including Buckminster Fuller’s geodesic 
dome, Moshe Safdie’s Habitat 67 complex 
and the French pavilion which is now a 
massive and fabulous casino. 

If the veins of Montréal’s lifeblood 
stretch far and wide, then Rue Ste. 
Catherine is surely one of the city’s major

Catherine runs east to west 
encompasses everything from major 
retailing to porno theatres, restaurants to 


parks. The west end shopping district is a 
blur of activity and intensely pretty people. 
As it moves further east, the gay village 
emerges in all its glory, with shops, 
restaurants, mini-parks and clubs. It is here 
that you will find the mega gay emporium

almost block-long complex that features 
several restaurants, a hotel, and a 
nightclub. 

Be sure to make your way past the 
relief fagade devils and step into the 
Hellfire red depths of Piccolo Diavolo for 
some very fine chow (it must also be said 
that everyone here is gorgeous). 

Perhaps one of the most striking—and 
refreshing—things about Montréal’s gay 
village is the scope of its inhabitants. Not 
only is it one of Canada’s oldest 
communities in terms of visible 
establishment, it also boasts a decidedly 
mature demographic. 

In many other cities, there is an 
unfortunate and unspoken rule that makes 
men over the age of thirty feel that they 
must throw in the towel and remain out of 
sight (“troll curfew,” as one unenlightened 
youth referred to it). Not so in Montréal: 
the most visible denizens of the area are the 
mature ones, and it is not unusual to see 
gay seniors strolling arm-in-arm down the 
street. 

One of the area’s oldest residents is a 
tiny little lady named Fleurette Crevier, 
commonly (and affectionately) referred to 
as “the grandmother of the village’. She is 
a delightful eighty-nine-year-old who lives 
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recent 
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in the psa : 
of modern boutique hotels. 
luxuriously appointed 
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with her grandson and his boyfriend and 
she never tires of showing her support for 
the gay community. 

The nightlife in this area is so 
incredible and diverse that “je ne parle” 
and I had to break our evenings down into 
‘theme’ nights. Our “leather” foray took us 
to Le Stud, Le Stock and L Aigle Noir (the 
Black Eagle). On “energy” night, we hit 
Sky and the cavernous Unity. For 
“naughty” we indulged in a bit of what 
makes the city unique at such tourist-driven 
establishments as Campus, L’ Adonis and 
Taboo. For the uninitiated, these clubs are 
infamous for offering the historically 
“straight” custom of lap dancing. For a 
mere six dollars per song, patrons can 
grope and grind with a private dancer, 
provided the “off-limits” groin area is not 
invaded. They also offer near round-the- 
clock stripping as well, alternating between 
‘full monty’ and traditional ‘tease’. The 
atmosphere is light and fun and no one 
seems to think this is sleazy in the least— 
so why should you? At very least, you’ll 
have a few laughs and some great stories to 
take home with you... 

As I have just entered the realm of Too 
Much Information, I believe I will end this

George Littlechild is an acclaimed 
First Nations artist whose colourful and 
evocative work has been exhibited 
throughout Canada and the U.S., as well as 
on an international level in such countries 
as Germany and Japan. His art has also 
been honoured with a spot in the Canadian 
Museum of Civilization in Hull, Quebec. 

Littlechild, an individual of both Cree 
and Scottish descent, continues to produce 
remarkable and inspiring images informed 
by the history of aboriginal peoples in 
Canada. Outlooks spoke with him from his 
studio in Vancouver, and discussed his 
work, his influences and his experience as a 
bi-racial First Nations artist. 

Outlooks: What circumstances do you 
feel help you most in terms of creating your 
art? 

Littlechild: I think life in general— 
daily events can be very empowering. 
Anything that allows my mind to wander is 
of benefit. And today doesn’t just mean 
‘today’; it’s everything, the future, the past. 

Outlooks: You’ ve established yourself 
very clearly as a visual artist, and now you 
have expanded into children’s books. Was

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there any sort of goal or inspiration for 
that? 

Littlechild: That was something I 
never intended doing; it just sort of fell in 
my lap one day! But the big thing for me is 
that it helps educate children, it opens 
people up to First Nations culture. A 
driving force is the fact that there was no 
First Nations curriculum in the schools 
when I was growing up—it came from an 
anthropologic viewpoint and it was all 


~ stereotypes. As a First Nations artist I feel 


a tremendous responsibility to try and 
change that, to turn it around. 

Outlooks: Is it particularly important 
to educate children and expose them to 
ideas before they come into contact with 
societal prejudices? 

Littlechild: If they have an awareness 
at a very young age then they will probably 
have a better understanding of diversity and 
not grow up to be ignorant or racist. I think 
this is a very important thing for young 
people to learn, the value of diversity. 

Outlooks: Do you feel a personal 
responsibility to contravene the ‘victim’ 
persona so many non-native people want to 
apply to aboriginal Canadians? 

Littlechild: I think in terms of modern 
Canada the term victim has to be relegated 
to the past. We are not a dying race, we 
have survived and gone on living. First 
Nations people are now addressing issues 
and moving forward; you see this 
particularly with First Nations youth, they 
are becoming very active. 

It’s not always about being a victim, 
we have a lot of joy and happiness in our 
lives. Once you live through something 
you move on and you go beyond that. The 
next level is living. In the First Nations 
culture we have something called the 
Medicine Wheel and when you're in 
balance, you’ re dealing with the mental, the 
physical, the spiritual and the emotional— 
if you deal with, say, only two then you’re 
out of balance. 


Outlooks: Is your work a departure 
from, or a logical progression of, traditional 
imagery in native art? 

Littlechild: I think some ways it is; in 
some ways it really is not. I wasn’t raised 
within my community, so in that 
framework I’m learning things as an adult 
that I should have been dealing with as a 
child. It’s almost like being re-trained or 
re-educated and my work is an extension of 
that. People always want to pigeonhole 
you and say “you're this kind of artist” or 
“you're that kind of artist’. I’m an artist 
and I just happen to be First Nations. I’m 
also bi-racial, but does that make me a bi- 
racial artist? I get put in the category of 
First Nations more than bi-racial—and 
really I’m just George Littlechild, the artist. 

Outlooks: Your work has been shown 
and collected all over the world; do you 
think that your particular outlook addresses 
things that exist in human nature rather than 
one particular culture? 

Littlechild: The common ground here 
is that we all feel issues of “dislocation”. 
Look at the Irish; look at Jewish people— 
there are so many levels of human 
experience on which we can relate, it’s not 
just about one group. If we look at issues 
more on the level of what we have in 
common, rather than what we don’t, a 
stronger bond is formed culturally. I see 
my art as a real conveyor of those universal 
ideas. 

Outlooks: Your palette quite often 
incorporates very bright, appealing hues. 
Do you think this contributes to the scope 
of your popularity in so many countries? 

Littlechild: It’s interesting, because 
people have called me a ‘colourist’ for 
years and I think that when I was a little 
boy and the box of crayons was put down in 
front of me, those were the colours I 
picked. I had no real intention or agenda, 
those colours were what made me feel 
better, made me feel happier in the situation 
I was in. Those colours brought joy into 
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sneaks strawberries from Yvette’s garden. 


my existence and people always comment 
on that. I think there is a widespread appeal 
with bright colour; people always say “Oh, 
your work is so beautiful, it’s amazing.” 
I’ve only just started to lay claim to this. 
Before, it was like there was this artist and 
then there was me. Suddenly, I realized 
that I am that artist. I’m laying claim to this 
and saying “Yes, I am a colourist” and I like 
that my use of colour makes people feel 
good. I'll go to a party and someone will 
find out who I am and they’re just gushing 
and Igo “Oh, God!” But then I realize 
that—yes—I do make beautiful art. And it 
makes people feel something, whether 
that’s joy, happiness, pain, sadness—there 
is a feeling that’s being evoked. 

In the end, it really all comes down to 
reactions to emotion, to feeling.

desperado Dana 
Plato, the much- 
anticipated Jnterview still managed to 
earn its batwings. Anne _ Rice’s 
convoluted saga of tortured vampire 
existence made the transition to the 
screen without suffering too much 
damage, particularly with a Tiger Beat 
cast that included Cruise, Brad Pitt, 
Antonio Banderas and Christian Slater. 
It is by far one of the “faggiest” 
bloodsucker flicks, with its depiction of 
Toothsome Tommy applying a little 
Cruise control to Brad Pitt, not to 
mention a romantic tryst between Pitt 
and Banderas. Lavishly over-produced, 
this film wins hands down in the Best 
Decorated Vampire Flick category; if 
you can’t suspend your disbelief enough 
to buy Cruise and Pitt as the genteel 
undead, rent it for the tasty production 
values. You won’t be disappointed.

The cinematography is 
particularly good in this one, with lots of 
moody, artful shots and kicky camera 
angles (the opening scene is worthy of 
rental on its own). Be warned: this one 
doesn’t pull punches or back off on its 
bites—Blade is a real bloodbath.

Vivid, 
engaging and disturbing in the way its 
author meant it to be, Bram Stoker’s 
Dracula has achieved immortality.

LFO-GIRLS OF SUMMER (BMG) 

Now that the dust has settled from 
the endless audio loop of ‘summer hits’, 
it’s time to test the one-hit-wonder factor 
and dive a little deeper into the talent 
pool of some of last season’s new artists. 

Few could argue that the LFO hit 
Girls of Summer was in the air more than 
the scent of coconut oil—but, to quote 
Peggy Lee: is that all there is? No, 
there’s more. Unfortunately. 

I had rather hoped that the rest of 
LFO’s self-titled debut album would 
feature a few songs that were less—ah— 
militantly heterosexual. (Even the most 
masochistic amongst us can’t stomach an 
entire CD of songs where pretty boys 
obsess about girls.) 

This band is competent enough in a 
pop-music kind of way, but there is 
nothing about LFO that sets them apart 
from the legion of other ‘cheekbone 
bands’ out there. Sure, Girls of Summer 
was catchy and had the Abercrombie and 
Fitch reference going for it, but it wasn’t 
really “neutral” enough lyrically to make 
the club transition into the community. 
In a nutshell, LFO is a jive-talking, 
white-boy boy band that specializes in 
those ‘strong but sensitive male’ lyrics 
that make date-rape possible. Don’t get 
me wrong: I like LFO—the liner shots 
are proof that each of these lads is a 
platinum level piece of ass anyone would 
be proud to nail. Then again, why waste 
cash on a CD just for the pics? As I 
pointed out, there are many, many other 
groups out there that can sing, look good, 
and make the transition into gay club- 
culture. 


CHRISTINA AGUILERA (BMG) 
In the spirit of ‘slap with one hand, 
caress with the other,’ I must say that the 
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future looks extremely bright for little 
miss Christina Aguilera. Expectations 
are high after the success of her mega- 
release Genie In A Bottle, especially 
after we’ ve seen so many young “talents” 
fly too close to the sun with a debut hit 
then wind up asking “Do you want fries 
with that” the following year. 

Not so with Aguilera. 

The cover shot is misleading—she’s 
doing that big-sad-eye-chick-pouting 
routine, usually a sign of tremendous 
pissing and moaning within. Wrong 
(thank God). 

Vocally, there is more than a passing 
resemblance to the early work of 
Whitney Houston, particularly on such 
cuts as So Emotional. Come On Over is 
extremely catchy and could make us hear 
the pitter-patter of a little club hit down 
the road, provided the dance mix is 
handled with some degree of skill. Ditto 
for Love Will Find A Way. Slower 
selections, such as Obvious, are soulful 
and skillfully handled—masterfully 
crafted bits of torch for the modern age. 
Reflection is clearly destined for a long 
life in the drag-ballad circuit. 

Christina Aguilera, whether belting 
it out or working that breathy sort of coo 
that makes straight boys hard and makes 
gay boys dance, has proved she’s a 
contender. Honey, we hardly knew ye— 
so let’s have some more. Lots more. 


BARRY WHITE - STAYING POWER 
(BMG) 

I’m feeling rather guilty for plucking 
as accomplished a musician as Barry 
White from the stratosphere and placing 
him alongside pop artists, but I couldn’t 
not mention his latest release Staying 
Power. The title is completely 
redundant, given the fact that White’s 
position as an icon is undeniable—but 
good on him for pointing it out. This is a 
collection of easy and appealing songs 
that are, as always, part growl, part 
lullaby. 

Whether he’s White-washing his 
mark on such standards as Low Rider and 
Sly Stone’s Thank You, or working it on 
duets with guest artists Chaka Khan and 
Lisa Stansfield, the man hits his mark. 
White’s distinctive voice is the closest 
sound to an oboe that a human can make; 
so potent is its effect that any of his 
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albums could live up to the title Songs To 
Screw By. Staying Power is delicious— 
post-club, post-coital or just when you’re 
in the mood for some soulful sounds, 
savour the master’s latest offering. 


FABULOUS GAY TUNES 
(POPTRONIK) 

Quite often, one has to sift through 
sand to get to the gold. The compilation 
CD Fabulous Gay Tunes (which made its 
debut at Toronto Pride this year) offers a 
collection of songs as diverse as the 
community it addresses—which is both a 
strength and a weakness. 

FGT does itself (and the listener) a 
disservice by starting off with a pair of 
cuts that try way too hard to achieve 
kitsch cool with their quirkiness. First 
out is Brother Love Canal’s Both Sides 


now, an annoying and tunelessly sung 
“clubification” of Judy Collins’ signature 
hit, followed by an equally putrid 
rendition of I Will Follow Hum by 
Laurence Tan. Thankfully, this is where 
the grit ends and the gold begins to shine 
through. Oh Yeah sounds a bit like it 
features the South Park version of Barbra 
Streisand on guest vocals—which makes 
it even more fabulous. Following are: 
Loud Boy Radio, a kicky and very 
danceable bit of techno chaos; John 
Alcorn’s tight ‘n’ tasty version of Whole 
Lotta Love; and a magnificently camp 
My Heart Belongs To Daddy by Deian 
McBryde. 

Carole Pope does a turn as ‘raunchy 
bad girl’ on Twist Of The Knife, as does 
Donna McBride with And On The 
Evidence, both banging out inspired 
beats with their considerable balls. 
Christi Elliot’s pleasantly perky Howdy 
Doo is the gateway to a home stretch that 
is a bit too love and peace’d together for 
my liking, but all cuts are adeptly 
handled and enjoyable nonetheless. In 
all, Fabulous Gay Tunes really is worth 
its weight in gold; the sand is merely 
there for traction.
